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Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

The reply filed on 3/6/08 is not fiiUy responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): the amendment filed on 3/6/08 canceling or amending all 
claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected 
invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the 
elected invention because the applicant elected without traverse the species of " a nucleic acid 
vector without a gene insert" for examination and the instant claims as amended are drawn to 
eukaryotic nucleic acids comprising salmon sperm and/or calf thymus DNA. Neither salmon 
sperm nor calf thymus DNA are a nucleic acid vector without a gene insert, as both are total 
chromosomal DNA. It is fiirther noted that the claims as originally presented did not encompass 
either salmon sperm nor calf thymus DNA as the original claims subject to an election of species 
were drawn to isolated nucleic acids that do not express a peptide or protein, isolated nucleic 
acid vector without a gene insert, or noncoding nucleic acids. Salmon sperm and calf thjonus 
DNA include coding sequences and are capable of expressing peptides or proteins as the 
genomic DNA of either salmon sperm or calf thymus DNA includes numerous genes operatively 
linked to their native transcriptional regulatory sequences. As such, the instant claims do not 
correspond to either the elected species or the previously presented generic claims.
